ers No. 6, which comprises Ohio, 
that a higher wage i'or miners 
will be fixed by the convention 
some time during its session this 
week in Columbus, which opened 
Tuesday morning with a meeting 
at the Odd Fellows' temple. The 
present rate is 47 cents per tone 
for mining with cutting machin- 
ery and loading. Tho new wage 
scale will be presented i'or ratifi- 
cation at the national convention, 
week of January 18, in Indian- 
apolis.

and so far as he can learn this is 
the first time one of the birds has

Judge Heavy Neil, who lias come to be, known as the "Father 


of the Mothers'4 Pension System," declares that the desertion of 
wives and children by the husband and father is becoming one. oi 
the gravo problems of the country, lie has appealed to tnnny stat«: 
legislatures and will ask congress at this session to give the (jiiestion 
business-like consideration. 


Child desertion means child destitution, than -which, there is no 


greater blot on our civilization. Judge Neil has devoted much study 
and has in addition the practical experience of years on the bench 
in cases of this kind. Out of these eases he, has formulated a classi- 
fication of the crises of desertion which are given in what he con- 
siders the order of their importance: 


Lew wages (making a family home impossible). 
Unemployment (creating from the hard working- man a dis- 


couraged loafer). 


Bad housing (dwelling so smal] that the man can find no room 


lor his leisure hours and he is forced to go out except when eating 
or sleeping). 


"Whiskey (usually restored to as a result oL' the, preceding causes). 
Arrest and imprisonment of low paid wage workers on charges 


of failure to support their families. 


Interference of charity visitors in the affairs of a low paid work- 


man,

Feelinff of disgrace because he has had to accept charity. 
Prison and military or naval experience which taught habits un- 


fitting a man for home life. 


Conduct of the wife. 
In the opinion of Judge Neil low wages arc the fundamental 


cause, all other causes given above coming directly out of insufficient 
income, or are aggravated by this poverty work. 
Among well paid 


craftsmen, the. desertions are few. Desertions increase as the wages 
go down. 


"Tf wage workers had income sufficient to provide a decent house 


and other necessities," says Judge Neil, "therr. would be few deser- 
tions. But low wages forces the family into little rat-trap habita- 
tions. 


"It is unnatural for men to leave their own offspring and when 


& large number of men are committing this unnatural act we must 
conclude that there is some strong compulsion. I have found this 
Compulsion and as long as low wages continue we will have desertions 
and all the courts and jails in the world will not reform the situation.
